The inventory ia to 
be put on. file in the bureaux and ‘branch 
After July 20th 
of this. year, the anti-opium buregux and 
their branches will issue ‘to each opium’ 
dealer a certificate for the purchase of 
raw opium, of which the amount shall 
not exceed the amount computed accord- 
ing tothe preceding article (Article 5). 
All opium dealers shall close their shops 
by the end of December of this year, and 
the opium unsold shal} be surrendered. to
